REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance is based on Applicants' convincing arguments traversing the rejection set forth in 
the previous Office Action. Applicants' argument that US 2002/0006374 A1 does not discloses 
a chromium oxide where a particular percentage of chromium atoms in the lattice of the 
chromium oxide are substituted by nickel atoms and optionally further substituted by cobalt 
atoms is particularly persuasive. Thus, all the rejections set forth in the previous Office Action 
are withdrawn.
